Monday afternoon, about 4 o'clock, j 
a long distuuce telephone call was re- 
ceived at Police Headquarters from 
the Clncinnatl-Covlngtou-Newport Po- 
lice Departments asking the local of- 
ficers to search the east bound freight 
trains for two negro men wanted by 
the Covington police for a crime they 
had committed in that city. Officers 
W. M. To He and Special Agent Thomas 
8tewart of the C. & O. started to the 
coal schutes about a mile east of the 
city limits where they were to stop 
the train and search for the wanted 
men. While on their way to the coal 
schutes they met Officer Dudley 
nioomhuff, who accompanied them to 
the schutes. Upon arriving at the 
coal schutes they divided Into two 
searching parties, Special Agent Stew- 
art and OtRcer To lie searching the 
front and middle sections oMhe train 
respectively, while Officer Hloomhuff 
went to the rear section of the train 
and started to search the cars. About 
ten or twelve cars from the caboose 
two negro men got off the train and 
oue of them remarked, "Come on Tom 
let s go hack," and started for the 
truin on the west bound track. Of- 
llcer Uloomhun* called to them to wait 
a minute and told them not to get on 
that train. The men did not pay much 
attention to this as they started to 
catch the west bound train, one of 
the men swearing, said. "We will get 
on this train," and pulled his 44-call- 
ber revolver from his holster and 
started to fire at Officer Bloomhuff 
The other negro was between him and 
the man doing the tiring and Bloom- 
huff, at the first of the fray, was un- 
able to use his gun. In a few soconds 
however Bloomhuff opened fire and 
shot three timet at the negro that 
started the shooting. I'pon the first 
shot the negro fell to the ground with 
a wound In the ankle. As he fell he 
rolled over and resting his gun on hit 
arm and trying to protect his stomuch 
with his feet, he deliberately llred 
several shots at the officer. Bloom- 
huff fired two more shots, one of 
which tot* effect in his hip and the 
other entered his abdomen. At this 
time the negro who was standing be- 
hind the one that was doing the main 
part of the shooting, opened fire at 
the officer who returned It, using up 
his last bullet. While Bloomhuff was 
shooting at the second negro the one 
who was lying ou the ground stagger- 
ed to his feet and ran Into the lane 
leading to the Mason County Infirm- 
ary. Bloomhuff at this time was un- 
decided whether to pursue the sec- 
ond or the first negro and while de- 
ciding what to do the second negro 
ran through the corn field, near the 
secene of the shooting, and making his 
way to the front of the train which 
at this time was moving eastward 
again, poardod it. Bloomhuff at this 
time was completely unnerved, and he 
had ever reason to be, as the coal car 
that he was standing near was spot- 
ted with marks of where the negroes' 
bullets had hit, making a complete 
arch about him. While Mr. Bloomhuff 
received but a slight scratch from a 
bullet on his right wrist, which did 
not break the skin, his coat had a 
hole through It showing what a nar- 
row escape he had. 8pecial Agent 
Stewart and Officer Tolle found th» 
wounded negro in the lane nearby 
suffering terribly from loss ot blood. 
Near him was a holster and several 
bullets of the 44-callber, a ulckel and 
some other trinkets, but his gun was 
missing, the presumption Is that he 
either threw it into the weeds, or. 
the second negro robbed him when he 
passed htm in making his escape. 
Special Agent Stewart questioned the 
injured negro who gave his name as 
Jerry Lewis, of Augusta. Ga., and tpl,d 
the officers that the name of the es- 
caped negrp was John Braxton, of 
Mulberry. Ohio. Lewis denied em- 
phatically that he ever had a gun and 
said he did not fire at Bloomhuff. He 
showed the empty holster to the of- 
ficers as his proof, but this statement 
la not given much credit as he could 
nol explain where he got the holster 
aud why he had It and the bullets on 
his person. He was removed to the 
Hayswood Hospital where Dr. A. O. 
Taylor operated upon him In an ef- 
fort to save his life. The operation 
■bowed that a large and small in- 
testine had been punctured six t|me» 
by the bullet that plowed through his 
ebdomuu. while the slot that entered 
the hip had glanced off tho hip bono 
and made Its exit threugh the thigh. 
The wound In the ankle was vory 
■light. Before being placed on the 
operating table the negro again denied 
all knowledge of toe aalr, but did 
not give any account of how It hap- 
pened. He rallied from the operation 
but shortly sank end at 12:40 this 
morning passed away, his lip* still 
sealed on any question pertaining to 
the shooting.

fled the vlincehurg and other up the 
river authorities of the affair and ask- 
ed them to iiearch the train. Late last 
evening a report came from Vance- 
burg that a negro had been run into 
the river after a pistol battle with a 
posse of citizens or that city. Chief 
Mackey and Special Agent Stewart, 
went to the scene and as yet have not 
returned. Since they left It has 
been rumored that the negro escaped 
from the Lewis county efflclals and 
is again at large, but definite account 
of the matter can not be obtained until 
the officers return, which will be some 
timo today. 

Officer Bloomhuff was suspended by 
Chleff of Police Mackey until an In- 
vestigation of the case is held. No 
doubt this will result in exhonorat- 
Ing the officer as it seems that he 
was protecting his own life when he 
fired the shots that had such telling ef- 
fect on the negro.

The present war has not, us so many thoughtless 
persons seem to think, made a cipher of the dread 
nought. On the contrary, it has demonstrated thuH 
* the basis of sea power lies in the big. swift, heavily 
armed ship. 

The fact that (Jreat Britain dominates the seas, 
that the German flag floats nowhere upon them and 
the Kaiser 'a great battleships lie snugly in the 
Kiel canal is due solely to British preponderance 
in dreadnoughts and battle cruisers, 

But the recent remarkable exploit of the (Jerman 
snbnmrne U-51, which, journeying for a month 
""from Wilhelmslmven, was able to sink two British 
battleships near the entrance to the Dardanelles 
before she proceeded through the straits to Con 
stantlnople shows how aital is the newest factor in 
naval warfare. 

The distance from the German base to the Bos* 
phorus it not more than the distance beWeen lOng- 
land and the United States and ('apt. Herein 'a ex 
ploit >retty completely disposes of the theory that, 
owing tc our isolation, we should be immune to 
attack from undersea boats if we happened to go to 
war. 

I.' might be argued that, without a supply base 
belligerent submarines from Europe could not be 
effectively used against this country. But Ger> 
many has so clearly located supply bast s in the 
British Tsles that it would not do to count too con- 
fidently on this advantage when it is considered 
how w.st is the Atlantic coastline and how many 
nooks and corners there are into which these rattle 
sankea of the sea might slip. 

One of the lessons of the war which the I'nited 
States must profit by is the need of a large tleet of 
submarines of the most modern type and the large 
est capacity Posted in adequate numbers on both 
our coasts these undersea boats would make it al- 
most impossible for a foreign fleet of warships and 
transports to approach our shores. Merely through 
the possession of her submarines Germany has 
forced Rngland to give the. German coast a wide 
berth. No British warships Venturis near them.

HOW TO COOK SQUABS. 

There are many ways to prepare 
squabs for the table, gut the ordinary 
cook will bo satisfied with four; squab 
broiled, flquab stuffed and roasted, 
squab en casserole and squab with 
vegetables, or prlntanlero style, as 
bills of fare have it. These delicacies 
need few additions to be almost per- 
fect eating. 

1. For broiled squabs, dress the 
birds and place the hearts and livers 
to one side. Crush the breast bones 
with the flat side of a rneat cleaver 
and brush over with cooking oil or 
unsalted butter. Broil quickly. They 
should brown evenly on both sides 
and may need to be basted while 
broiling. Place on very hot serving 
platter and garnish with mushrooms. 
Chop the giblets, adding a little chick- 
en liver If necessary, and cook in melt- 
ed butter and the liquid In the broiler 
pan. Pour this over the squabs and 
serve at once. 

2. Stuffed squab. Fill the pigeon 
with a rich forcemeat seasoned with 
onion. Wrap In oiled paper and bake 
gently until done. Remove the paper 
and cover over with a heavy glaze and 
return to oven for five minutes. Dish 
thfl bird and garnish with 1 buttered 
peas and bits of crisp brown bacon. 

3. Prepare four squabs and cut 
each one into about four pieces. Put 
a few slices of bacon and two table- 
spoons of butter Into a saucepan and 
when It hot brown the pigeon meat 
fn it, then arranpe the pieces nicely in 
a casserole with a layer of bacon be- 
neath and on top. Season with pepper 
and parsley; you will not need salt, 
as the bacon furnishes that. Fill the 
casserole half full of rich stock slight- 
ly thickened with blended butler and 
flour. Cook twenty minutes in oven 
with lid on. then remove lid and let 
the bacon brown over the top. Serve 
In the baking dish. 

4. Squab prlntanlere. Cut turnips 
and carrots Into balls with a vegeta- 
ble cutter and brown them as well as 
K fen little onions In plenty of butter. 
Itemove the vegetables and brown the 
trussed birds In the MUM butter. Re- 
move the birds and braise shred.b d 
cabbage in the same utensil. Place 
the cabbage on a baking dtsh and put 
the birds on It and between them ar- 
range the onions, carrots and turnips. 
Garnish this with crlBp slices of bacon 
standing upright between the birds. 
Strain the liquid In the first saucepan 
and pour over all. Peas and carrots 
or potatoes and carrots or asparagus 
and peas may be used In place of the 
turnips and carrots.

DYNAMTTK MFXM W TRAIN 

Galveston. Texas, July 18.— Tho first 
train from Vera Cruz to Mexico City, 
dispatched from the seaport town 
We&nmtmy, wm blown up Mv Apl* 

aca and three car* -loaded with soldiers 
VSft blown to atoms, 35 foreigners 
W«re Idfttd and many other pas- 
sengers were Injured. This news was 
brought here today from Vera Cruz by 

travelers. 

Not to be discouraged by the tragic 
fate of the train which was to have 
marked the reopening of communlca- 
lon with the Isolated capital city and 
the consequent inauguration of a more 
peaceful era, a second train was dis- 
patched on the following day, but this 
too, met with disaster. Bandits, pre- 
sumably members of the shattered 
Zapatista force which was driven from 
M. xlco City by Oeneral Obregon. held 
up and robbed the train, subsequently 
cutting all lines of communication. Ac- 
tivities of the rebel bandits have be- 
come more pronounced all along the 
line of railroad. 

The Zapata troops carried to the 
mountains a cumber of women and 
the post offlce employees aboard tht 
train.

Probably no inventor of any period, 
by his own effort, has added so 
largely to the resources of the world, 
or effected so great a saving in tlu 
cost of production of a leading com- 
domity, as did Sir Henry Bessemer by 
hia method of steel making. Many 
inventions are to be placed to his 
credit, but he will be principally re- 
membered for his stell process. 

Bessemer was a born Inventor. In 
his youthful days he occupied himself 
mueh with stams pand dies, and was 
at one time actually promised the post 
of superintendent of stamps In Eng- 
land for an invention which the gov- 
ernment had decided to adopt; and 
this arrangement might have been 
carried out had not I let- seiner knocked 
the whole thing In the head by sud- 
denly devising a scheme by which all 
the old organization could be utilized 
to the same purpose with but little 
change or expense. 

He was destined to turn hia atten- 
tion to bigger things, and during the 
time of the Crimean War he Invented a 
mode of firing elongated projectiles 
from a smooth-bore gun. The Brit- 
ish government declined to have any- 
thing to do with the Invention, so he 
tried the emperor of the French with 
it. and that monarch gave Hessemer 
a commission to make a number of 
experimental projectiles according to 
his plan. These were subsequently 
tried ut Vlnceniies, under the direc- 
tion of Coinmunder Mlnie, who. while 
approving of the projectiles, said that 
something stronger than cast-iron 
would be required for the guns If 
they were to be of proper service. 

This suggestion, casually thrown 
out. gave Bessemer the cue to experi- 
ment in metals for artillery purposes; 
and although at the time compara- 
tively ignorant of metallurgical pro- 
cesses, he soon not only mastered the 
whole subject, but his works at St. 
Pancras advanced far beyond the 
scope of ordinary experiments. He 
succeeded wlthlna year in greatly Im- 
proving the quality of cast-Iron, and 
made a small gun from his superior 
metal which he presented to l^uls Na- 
poleon. 

Hut Bessemer was uot yet satisfied, 
and resolved to go on with the refine- 
ment of Iron In the fluid state until 
pure malleable Iron or steel could be 
obtained. 

In 1856 Bessemer read a paper at 
the British Association meeting at 
Cheltenham on the manufacture of 
malleable Iron and steel without fuel, 
which set the iron trade in a flutter of 
excitement. Within thirty days of his 
rending of that paper ho received a 
sum of $135,000 from leading iron- 
masters for licenses to use his inven- 
tion, but so convinced was lie of the 
ultimate value of hia idea that he* 
alterwarda paid a considerably larg- 
er sum to have these licenses ro- 
scindod. 

It must be confessed that the earlier 
results of the Bessemer process were 
disappointing, for the production was 
of an unsatisfactory quality. It was 
found that though silicon and carbon 
WiTt effectually removed from the 
Iron y the process, al arge percentage 
of sulphur and phosphorus remained. 

At this Juncture a sciential suggest- 
ed the addition o fmanganese to the 
contents of the converter as tho means 
of remcdylua the detect, and this was 
acted upon with the most gratifying 
success. At last he had tho delight of 
seeing produced by his furnace bars 
of good, bright, pure steel. In the 
market the value of steel of that qual- 
ity was at that time from $260 to $300 
per ton. It had cost him in the con- 
version about $36 per (Oii 

This was Indeed a revolution. He 
took some of the bars to the works, 
of the Messrs. Galloway, at Manches- 
ter, and for two mouths It was given 
out in the regular way. and the work- 
men had not the slightest notion that 
they were not using ordinary steel of 
the best quality. 

Because the* Shellleld steelemakers 
were unfavorable to Its use unless they 
could obtain a monopoly of U, Bes- 
semer established ststfl works of his 
own In the town, and he was soon In 
the market with his new metal, sell- 
ing it at from $50 to $76 per ton be- 
low his rivals' prices,. 

Hut the invention was of too groat 
Importance to be kept back, and uot 
only did Bessomer's own concern 
flourish, but his Invention was adopt- 
ed In all the principal Iron districts 
of the world. 

A man who by his Inventive genius 
and pluck done so much for the world 
at lareg Is deicrvlugofall honor, and 
the dignity of knighthood which Queen 
Victoria conferred upon him was no 
more than his due.

On a front of more than 400 miles, 
In a campaign unparalleled In history 
for daring and startling maneuvers 
and the colossal number of men en- 
gaged, Teuton and Slav are at death 
grips. 

No less than two thirds of the Ger- 
mans under units have been thrown 
Into this Eastern batde, according to 
the eKtiumteB of military experts, 
while practically the entire strength 
of Austria-Hungary has been added to 
the Armageddon on which hangs the 
fate of nations. ' 

t.ermany's Plan* IN Detclnplug 

The long maturing plans of Von 
ll'.ndenburg, the Prussiun military 
genius, which it has been predicted 
will startle the world, are In process 
of quick development. 

Leading his own legions, he has 
split and broken the Huasian front 
south of Przasnysz, and, hurling his 
legions forward on the heels of the 
rapidly retreating Slavs, has extended 
his advance until it approaches the 
Imnks ot the Narew. 

Von lllndenburg's first blow was 
struck southwest of Mlawa, where, by 
a brilliant storming action, the army 
under General Gallvvltz swept three 
successive Hussion lines northenst and 
northwest of Prznsnysz. and smash- 
ing through, pressed forward to the 
DUella LI pa Kiver. 

Staggered by the blow, the Russians 
wavered. fell back, evacuating 
rrzasnysz, and retired upon an ex- 
tended and long prepared line in the 
rear of t'lechnnow and Krasnosiclc. 

Rasslail ( '(impelled <«> Fall Hack 

Close on their heels lhe Germans be- 
gan their storming tactics against this 
line Thursday, and, penetrating It on 
a front of more Uian four miles In the 
vicinity of Zielona. compelled the Rus- 
sians to give up their positions and 
fall hastily back, pursued by strong 
forces, which are carrying tho attack 
to the river lines. 

Meanwhile, in the south the armies 
under Von Mackensen, which for the 
kist two weka have beeu shifting front 
and apparently Inactive, began a mas- 
save movement against the Lubliu- 
Cholm Railway in concert with Von 
Hindeuburg's northern drive, and 
breaking the Russian front near Kras- 
nistav, 34 miles south or Lublin, are 
sueeplng in tremendous strength 
against the railroad upon which the 
Grand Duke depends for his supplies.

In their retreat in Northern Poland 
the Russians have left large numbers 
of prisoners and quantities of Uoavy 
ordanance in the hands of the- Teutons. 

Thousands of, captives aro reported 
by Berlin to have been taken by the 
army of General Von Oallwitz and the 
armies of Goueral Von Schlatz, operat- 
ing between the Pissa and Vistula, 
where, late Berlin reports state, the 
Russians are falling back, hastily, de- 
spite the lev Wis brought; up to their 
support. 

In tho south Von Mackensen has 
taken more than 8,000 prisoners since 
breaking the Russian front south of 
Krasnlstav, it is reported, his advance 
bringing him to that village.

The Calles force was said to num- 
ber 3.000. while Acosta 's was reported 
to be of similar proportions. 

In a message received here by A 
Garduna today, consul for Oarranza. 
from General Calles at Lamorlta, 20 
miles west of Agua Prleta, the Villa 
troops were reported to be fleeing in 
all directions. 

The message stated that the battle 
began at 6 o'clock this morning. The 
Villa forces strongly were entrench- 
ed In the pass, and for five hours hold 
against cannon and rapid-fire guns. 

Finally, aa Calle's guns got the 
range, the Villa fighters began to thin 
out perceptibly. Many bodies fell hun- 
dreds of feet down sleep cliffs. 

After the Villa army began to show 
signs of defeat the Calles force ad- 
vanced and hand-to-hand fighting re- 
sulted. Those who were not killed 
fled precipitately 

During the fighting 300 of Acosta s 
men deserted to Calles, according to 
the report, which estimated the Villa 
<lead and wounded and captured at 
l.onn. Calles did not report his own 
casualties, though they were claimed 
to be relatively small by officials In 
Agua Prleta. 

According to Garduno. General Cal- 
les Intended to press forward to Can- 
anea as soon as he received ammuni- 
tion, which left Agua I'rleta today.

All lhe. developments within the past 
week have indicated that the President 
was about to approach the reply to 
Germany in a most friendly spirit and 
with the desire to keep the already 
serious controvresy within the domain 
of diplomacy, 

Ma, Face Rouble Storm 

It is now hinted by otficiala that if It 
should be shown that tho German sub- 
marines attempted to destroy the Or 
duna without challenge, or without 
the usual warning shot, Germany will 
have to face two Lusltania incidents 
Instead of one. 

The Importance of a settlement of 
tho facts Is demonstrated by the ac- 
tion of the State Department In 
cabling at once to Ambassador Page, 
at London, for the British official ver- 
sion and to Ambassador Gerard, at 
Herlin, for the report of the German 
Admiralty on the Orduna Incident.

Paris. July 18 — A private letter from 
Berlin declares that the Kaiser's per- 
sonal losses owlug to the war are 
about $20,000,000. 

These are mainly due to the de- 
preciation of atock in shipping and 
manufacturing concerns lu which he Is 
a large Investor.

Thus begins a war primer is- 
sued today by the National Geogra- 
phic Society, dealing with the Russian 
Przemysl, against which the con- 
querors of the lost Austrian Przemysl 
are striving.

"Ivangorod is 143 miles north- 
northwest of Przemysl, and more than 
Blxty miles from the Austrian border.

The city is situated at the 
confluence of the Wieprz with the Vis- 
tula, and its plan of fortification makes 
use of the Vistula river, which, there 
has become of sufficient size as to be 
navigable for larger boats. Nine per- 
manent works are built along the right 
bank of the Vistula, and there are 
three upon the left bank. The coun- 
try around this town is rolling. In 
places sharply uneven, and offers ad- 
vantageous features for defense. Ivan- 
gorod, together with Brest-Lltovsk, 
Novo-Georglevsk and Warsaw, forms 
tbe celebrated Polish 'quadrilateral,' 
the kernel of the Russian scheme for 
the defense of their frontier land, 
Russian Poland."
